THE COURT: Ms. Etheridge, can you fill me in a bit 
on what is happening here? 

MS. ETHERIDGE: I just want to confirm - it's Jason 
Nicholas Kranz, is that correct? 

JASON KRANZ: That would be correct. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Okay. If I could have one moment? 
THE COURT: Certainly. What I know is that a bench 
warrant with discretion returnable today by the 
look of things. 
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MS. ETHERIDGE: So I understand that, potentially 
there was a request for variation of his probation 
to attend at the Hasty Mart (ph). 

JASON KRANZ: I have a probation order right here. 
MS. ETHERIDGE: I understand that he was placed on 
probation to stay - not to attend or communicate 
with three named complainants and he not attend at 
Hasty Mart. These notes. Your Honour, fortunately 
date back to last year. I'm not sure - I don't - I 
don't know why the matter is before the court. 

There was an application made by Mr. Kranz... 

JASON KRANZ: I'm not sure what this Crown is... 

THE COURT: You did - can you.... 

JASON KRANZ: ...discussing about. 

THE COURT: I, I can't hear you. 

JASON KRANZ: I have no idea what this Crown is 
discussing about. There's a probation order 
identified here which allows me to go to Hasty 
Market. And the matter was supposed to be actually 
a judicial review. Communicating with the Court 
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has nothing but a failure. Given three 
[indiscernible] dates by Waterloo Regional Police 
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Service by the Court but the court [indiscernible] 
to email me on Friday indicating that I had to 
appear today in room 201 at 10:00 am, which I did, 
and probation calling the trial co-ordinator giving 
me a date - September the 15th, but today's the 
original day, which I already knew, when all these 
other influences - inside influences are giving me 
different information to try to [indiscernible] 
which - 'cause I have the information. I have the 
WRPD emailing me and saying we are not going to 
show up or attending. 

THE COURT: What, what was your understanding of 
why were you to be here today? 

JASON KRANZ: It's not an understanding. I'm 
supposed to be here because I had filed an 
application for judicial review. It was filed 
[indiscernible] the lawyer and because of the court 
downstairs - administration is nothing - I, I can't 
get anywhere in this country, because no one is 
doing their job deliberately, properly. When I go 
in, every day, which can be confirmed, to try and 
get things resolved, but I can't get anything 
resolved. Not in this country. 

THE COURT: Well, I apologize for what is 
happening. As you know, there's guite a... 

JASON KRANZ: Apology... 

THE COURT: ...guite a... 

JASON KRANZ: ...is not acceptable. 

THE COURT: ...guite a... 

JASON KRANZ: Not in this country. 

THE COURT: ...quite a kerfuffle we're over the 

last here four months. 
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JASON KRANZ: No, [indiscernible] since 
[indiscernible] in this country and it's not 
acceptable and I can't accept it, and there's 
nothing that actually be done. 

THE COURT: Do you know who is a James Baker is? I 
see some emails between an Angela Grant and a James 
Baker. 

JASON KRANZ: Well, I have identified myself using 
an email of James Baker - goes by [indiscernible] 
bravo-9-0-2-8-9-0-2 at gmail dot com. 

THE COURT: All right, so it's you? 

JASON KRANZ: That would be me. So you have the 
most to up to date information. I received an 
email from Angela Grant. Friday, July the 3rd, 
just before noon, indicating that I have appearance 
today. 

THE COURT: And does that email say why you were to 
appear today? 

JASON KRANZ: It does not say why. It doesn't 
identify reasons or to [indiscernible] anything, it 
just says to appear on a motion of your file date, 
out of the file, and it says courtroom 201 at 10:00 
am. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Your Honour, if I can assist. I 
did find an application from February - I 
apologize, I just need to scroll through for 
moment. It's dated February the 13th of 2020. It 
is - right, Angela Grant, from criminal registrar. 
There's a copy of a notice of application for 
judicial review with respect to the above matter 
regarding Jason Kranz. The actual application, 
application or Police Services Act.... 
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JASON KRANZ: It was actually an amended notice of 
motion filed.... 

THE COURT: I have an amended notice of motion by 
yourself and your respondent is the Office of the 
Independent Police Review Director. 

JASON KRANZ: If that's what you have, then the 
amended [indiscernible] - it should be dated a 
Friday, June 19th. There's a Wednesday and a 
Friday. 

THE COURT: Dated June the 12th... 

JASON KRANZ: Yeah. 

THE COURT: ...2020. 

JASON KRANZ: There was a Wednesday and a Friday, I 
had come, so. 

THE COURT: You're - it appears that you are trying 
to appeal something to the Divisional Court. 

JASON KRANZ: That's what I am actually supposed to 
do when institutions [indiscernible] decision and 
they [indiscernible] to appeal to Superior Court 
for judicial review. 

THE COURT: When was the decision? 

JASON KRANZ: The [indiscernible] decision from the 
PRD? It was November 26th, 2019. 

THE COURT: Is, is there not a 30 day? 

JASON KRANZ: Yeah, I did all this all in 30 days. 
THE COURT: Well, that would mean that you'd have 
done some time in December. 

JASON KRANZ: I did. I filed it in the court, all 
of it. Administration reluctant to do anything. 
[Indiscernible] do anything. [Indiscernible] 
persons here, deliberately putting my file in a 
cupboard and no one to know it. I come in every 
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day and speak with Angela Grant [indiscernible] 
apology, but apology [indiscernible] mean anything 
because persons don't - are not aware of my file 
because it's hidden somewhere in a cupboard 
deliberately because persons not following 
information, and following instructions and passing 
on information. Court staff. 

THE COURT: Ms. Etheridge, I'm - I'm just wondering 
if we should stand this down, and you can see if 
you can find something about it. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: So initially, this matter was not 
on the Crown's docket. I have emailed my support 
staff to look into Mr. Kranz's matter. I'm just 
waiting for a reply. [Indiscernible] the document 
that I have on, on my file is one that I've talked 
about, that it was filed February. I don't have 
any further notes. I don't have anything further 
uploaded into his file, so if, if we could hold the 
matter down, I can perhaps give us some time.... 

THE COURT: I don't think we have any choice, 
because.... 

JASON KRANZ: [Indiscernible] request 

[indiscernible] notice of motion with relevance to, 
to obtaining information that I've created by the 
Waterloo Police [indiscernible] Hasty Market, not 
attend, attend [indiscernible] 103, so that 
evidence will be provided to me by the end of the 
summer. 

THE COURT: You, you probably know a lot more about 
this file than either Ms. Etheridge or myself so, 
if you have a seat back in the body of the 
courtroom, we're going to look into this and see 
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what we can do this morning, and move this forward, 
all right? 

JASON KRANZ: Excellent. 

...MATTER HELD DOWN 
...MATTER RECALLED 

THE COURT: My understanding is that there as some 
kind of a hearing involving a police officer. Am I 
on the right track here? 

JASON KRANZ: Multiple police officers. 

THE COURT: Okay. And that was in November. 

JASON KRANZ: The decision was rendered November 
2 6 th. . . 

THE COURT: Okay. 

JASON KRANZ: ...by the [indiscernible] PRD so, 

within a 30 day time frame, I had appealed, a 
lawyer had filled everything out for me and served 
all the parties and forwarded information to myself 
and I served Waterloo Regional Police at 200 Maple 
Grove in Cambridge, Ontario. 

THE COURT: Right. Ms. Etheridge, anything else 
you'd like to ask Mr. Kranz before you go and try 
to figure it out, whatever information you need. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: No, I don't - I just need to see 
what our office has in terms of what's been filed. 
THE COURT: And it seems like multiple people 
[indiscernible] multiple people respondents - if 
they've been served, I don't know that, but they 
are certainly on the official... 

MS. ETHERIDGE: I... 

THE COURT: [Indiscernible ]. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: ...noted that and unfortunately 
anything that was done through Waterloo Regional 
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Police, I wouldn't - it would not necessarily be in 
the file. 

THE COURT: Right. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: So whether he had hearings with, 
with police. The only matter that I have, that I 
can see, are anything that was filed through the 
courts - any applications that he made, and there's 
the one from February so. I'll have to inquire with 
my office to see if they have any other 
information. 

THE COURT: All right, because you're going to have 
to do something with it today. So let's break for 
half an hour. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Okay. 

THE COURT: I don't think your - it's preferred if 
you can do it in 15 minutes, I'm just not sure that 
you can. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Right, and considering how 
everything has changed, I think I may need a half 
an hour. 

THE COURT: All right. Mr. Kranz. 

JASON KRANZ: Yes. 

THE COURT: You're free to come back in half an 
hour. 

JASON KRANZ: Excellent. 

THE COURT: Or you can stay here, whatever you 
like. 

JASON KRANZ: Thank you. 

THE COURT: All right. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Thank you. 
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UPON RESUMING 

THE COURT: Mr. Kranz, can you come forward, we'll 
try to deal with yours first. And then, Ms. 
Etheridge, those two bench warrants have to go 
over, so we'll fix those. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Thank you. I - yes, thank you. 

THE COURT: Ms. Etheridge, what, what could you... 
MS. ETHERIDGE: What I.... 

THE COURT: ...figure out on [indiscernible]'? 

MS. ETHERIDGE: What I learned. Your Honour, is 
that Mr. Kranz filed an application to Angela 
Grant, and she accepted service of his application, 
and accidently placed his matter on the criminal 
list. Mr. Kranz's matter is a civil matter, and so 
the Crown has no hand in Mr. Kranz's matter. It 
was accidently placed on the criminal list, and 
that's why I didn't have knowledge of the matter. 
We're not involved and I, I really.... 

THE COURT: And so, the actual court number is 
incorrect, is it? 

MS. ETHERIDGE: I'm assuming it - it should be on 
the civil court dockets, so I don't know if that's 
a different date, or a different court room, but it 
was placed on error, on the criminal court docket. 
THE COURT: But it had - I'm just looking at the 
number, I mean it starts with C-R, which is 
criminal. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: Right, and so my understanding... 
THE COURT: Not C-V. 

MS. ETHERIDGE: ...is that Ms. Grant, when she 

accepted the application, processed it as if it was 
a criminal matter by mistake.

THE COURT: All right. Okay. Oh. This is

Mr. Kranz, this may be an unfair 
question for you, but do you agree that this is a 
civil matter rather than a criminal matter?

JASON KRANZ: So with regards to the September 15th 
date, I would need to know, if it's going to be 
corrected into the civil matter, and then all 
parties to be notified on that date, or do I need 
to be fumbling around with the court more? I 
really don't want to because I'm not getting 
anywhere. 

THE COURT: No. Well, have a seat, and I'm going 
try to get it back a little straighter on the 
track.
